Orchestra at Lewisohn 
Stadium in New York City. 
In spite of reviews that

like many other black per- 
formers she went to 
Europe to study and sing. 


It was only when she 
was taken on by the fiam- 
boyant impressario Sol 
Hurok, however, that she 
managed to win over her 
Own countrymen.

In 1939 the Daughters of
